Some Stories of “ Fighting Mac." 


Well, the least we can all say nów is, '* God 
rest his soul," "The rumours which the tongue 
of slander turucd to poisoh only a few hours 
before his death cannot harm him now. He lies 
beyónd all mortal jurisdiction. Let us remember 
the long years of gallantry, the brave deeds by 
which he did so much for his country aud lifted 
himself from the position of private soldier to the 
rank of Major-General. 

There was scarcely a figure in the British 
Army which appealed so fércibly to the рине as 
that of the grim Highlander who by shger force 
of character rose to so high a position, who had 


the respect of his equals and the devotion of 


his men. **Corporal Macdonald, we have no 
fault to find with you," said his Colonel in 
the 92nd Highlanders in the year 1873; “I аш 


going to make you a sergeant. Remember, a 
sergeant in the 92nd Highlanders is equal to 
a Member of Parliament, and don’t forget it 
and your many responsibilities.” It was in 
the Afghan War (1879-80) that Sergeant Mac- 
donald won his commission. In one of the 
engagements, Macdonald, then a colour-sergeant, 
took thirty Gordon Highlanders, and, wading and 


Lieutenant Macdonald fought with remarkable 
bravery at Majuba Hill. He fought until dis- 
armed, and then fought with his fists. Joubert 
was so struck with his audacity that he recovered 


and returned Macdonald's sword, which had 
been presented to him by his fellow-officers, and 
which had been lost in the fight. 

In Lord Kitchener's overthrow of the Khalifa’s 
forces at Omdurman, Macdonald, then a Major.

Trish Land Bill.—The House of Commons was 
unusually crowded last week, when Mr. Wyndham in- 
troduced his long-promised Bill for the purchase of land 
in Ireland. In brief, the main provisions of the measure 
иге the proposed grant of £12,000,000 by the Imperial 
Government to facilitate the purchase of about 400,000 
holdings by tenants, the sum named being approximately 
the difference between the prices at which the present land- 
lords are willing to sell and the tenants to buy, The British 
ылдый у, is asked further to pledge its credit to the 
extent of £100,000,000 to finance the transactions and make 
the necessary advances to holders, who will repay the loans by 
instalments extending over 68} years, after which the farms 
anl holdings will become their own property, except for 
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a perpetual rent charge of 2$ per cent. Ву a most 
ingenious system of finance, the charge to the British tax- 
yayer for this gigantic scheme will be only about £150,000 
annually—that is, if the estimated saving in the сокі of 
administration (£250,000), consequent upon the ater 
eace and prosperity of the country, should be realised.

next, 


Chertsey ‘Election Result. — Polling in the 
Chertsey Division of Surrey, to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Mr. Leigh-Bennett, the late Unianist 
member, took place last week, the result being the election 
of Mr. J. A. Fyler (Unionist) by a majority of 1171 votes 
over those given to his opponent, Mr. H. H. Longman 
(Radieal). 


Germany and America.—The Emperor William 
has invited the American battle-ship fleet to visit Kie) in 
May next, according to a despatch from New York, which 
adds that the message was conveyed in a personal cable- 
gram to President Roosevelt. It is considered likely, 
however, that the invitation will be declined, and this view 
is supported by some recent utterances of Admiral Dewey, 
of the United States Navy, who.remarked that the 
American naval manceuvres in Caribbean waters were an 
objeet-lesson to the German Emperor, there having been 
fifty-four’ vessels present, includiug colliers, a force which 
no German fleet crossing the Atlantic could hope to contend 
with. The gallant Admiral further said he had made a 
deep study of the German Navy and believed its efficiency 
in possible action was greatly over-estimated. The German 
— expresses indignation at the Admiral's reported 
utterances. 


Riots in Russia.—A despatch from St. Petersburg 
escribes a great strike 1iot, accompanied by much blood- 
rhed, which oecurred at 3lutonst, in the province of Ufa in 
the Uráls. Five hundred workmen іп the State ironworks 
взше out on strike demanding the release of three of their 
eomrades who had been arrested. The Governor was 
mobbed as he was entering the house of the works manager, 
and the rioters stormed the house, smashing the doors and 
windows, the assistant maycr being wounded by a revolver- 
shot. The gendarmes and t-oops then fired on the mob, of 
whom twenty-eight were killed and fifty wounded. 


The Moat Farm Mystery.—Although the police 
have been employed — during the week in 
digging up the grounds surrounding the house known as 
the Moat Farm, near Saffron Walden, in Essex, ng clue 
has thereby been obtained which in.any way throws light 
upon the fate of Miss Camille Holland, the wealthy and 
well-connested lady whose mysterious disappearance forms 
one of the most remarkable ep'sodes in the history of 
recent criminal investigation. Meantime Mr. Herbert 
Samuel Dougal, late tenant of the farm, with whom Miss 
Holland lived for:some time in 1899, has been belore the 
local magistrates charged with forging and uttering a 
cheque purporting to bear Miss Holland's signature, and 
dated Aug. 28, 1902. Mr. Pearce, who prosecuted on 
behalf of the Treasury, unfolded the story of the relations 
existing between the missing lady and the accused 
mun, The prisoner, he said, was a married «man, 
and some time in 1598 he made the acquaintance of 
Miss Holland, who at the time was possessed of stocks 
and shares to the value of about £6000. In 1898 Miss 
Hoiland and Dougal took a furnished house at Hassocks, 
Brighton, the rent being paid by cheque drawn by the 
pes In January 1899. the couple went to reside in rooms 
at Saffron Walden, and while there negotiations were 
To for the purchase of the Moat Farm, for which Miss 

olland paid £1550, the title-deeds being subsequently 
transferred to Dougal. The pair lived at the farm as man 
and wife from April 27 to May 20, 1899, when Miss Holland 
left and did not return. Undoubtedly, counsel continued, 
the lady left the farm under circumstances which pointed 
to her speedy return, but so far as could be ascertained, she 
had never been there again. Inquiries were instituted, and 
a police officer who interviewed Dougal was told by him 
that he had not seen- Miss Holland since: May 1899, 
when he lef$'her at Stanstead Station. The accused 
man further informed the officer that he knew nothing 


of Miss Holland’s financial affaizs, and that he had 
with his own money purchased the farm. These 
statements, said Mr. Pearce, he should prove to be 
absolutely false, inasmuch us shortly after the lady's 


disappearance an item of £670 was placed to the prisoner's 
credit from Miss Holland’s account, and, in fuct the 
greater part of the lndy's fortune had subsequently found 
its way to the prisoner's credit. A nephew of Miss Holland 
then gave evidenee, He said his aunt was a good woman 
of business and very careful of her money. He pronounced 
the signature on the eheque, upon which the charge is 
founded, to be a forgery, and said he was well acquainted 
with the lady's signature. In cross-examination, Mr. 
Holland said it was he who had assumed the responsibility 
of charging Dougal with forg Further evidence as to 
the dispatch of letters and packets from the local post-office 
addressed to Miss Holland to the Moat Farm long after 
the lady had presumably left having been given, the further 
hearing of the case was adjourned for a week. 


Sir Hector Macdonald's Death.—Not for many 
years has so intense a feeling of personal grief stirred the 
country, and indeed the whole: civilised world, as when 
early last week the news was cabled from France that Sir 
Hector Macdonald—‘ Fighting Mac," the hero of a hundred 
fights and the beau idéal of a gallant soldier—had committed 
suicide in a Parisian hotel. The cireumstances surrounding 
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the tragic end of the man who, by sheer force of character, 
indomitable bravery, and remarkable sagacity, rose from 
the ranks to be a Major-Generul in the British Army, with 
an almost n2 record for distinguished service, are 
inexpressibly sad. A few weeks ago news was received 
in this country that Sir Hector had temporanily resigned 
his command of the-forees in Ceylon and was coming 
home — for what purpose was not stated. Since the 
lamentable tragedy of last week it has transpired that 
certain charges of a grave nature һай been preferred 
against General Macdonald, and that his visit to England 
was made with the objeet of consulting his official chiefs at 
the War Office. The result of that eonsultation was, it 
has been stated, that Lord Roberts intimated that the only 
course open to Sir Hector was an immediate return to 
Ceylon to stand a court-martial trial for the offences 
alleged. This the late General consented to, and left 
London en route for the East before a word of the 
purportof his mission had been breathed abroad, Then 
a message from Colombo gave the first intimation that 
anything was wrong when a speech by Sir West Ridge- 
way жиз reported, in which the Governor of the colony 
announced to the assembly the real reason for the General's 
visit to England. On the afternoon of the day upon which 
that report,appeared in the English papers, Sir Hector 
Macdonald shot himself. 


The Warrior’s Funeral.—aAfter the’ first shock of 
the news had in some measure subsided, the question of 
interment was raised. The British Government undertook 
the expense of the funeral if carried out in France, but the 
relatives and friends of the deceased warrior determined 
that his remains should rest within the confines of his 
native land, and so the body was conveyed across the 
Channel and brought to London, where it was entrained on 
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Sunday for Edinburgh, the burial taking place in the Dean 
Cemetery, near the Scottish Metropolis, at dawn on 
Monday last. Lady Macdonald, her young son, the late 
Genesal’s brother, and a few friends were all who gathered 
at the graveside when the great soldier was laid to rest, it 
having been the urgent wish of the immediate relatives 
that the obsequies should be as privately conducted as 
possible. Almost all of the Highland societies, the leading 
associations of Scotsmen in England, and innumerable 
sympathisers in all classes sent floral tributes to the 


| memory of the man whose brilliant career and splendid 


serv to his country will live in history long after the 
tragedy of his end shali have been blotted out from the 
book of »emembrance. 


Marquis and his Motor-Car.—At Dublin last 
Saturday the Marquis of Downshire was charged with 
having negligently mismanaged his.motor-car, with the 
result that Elizabeth Magee, a widow aged sixty-five, 
was knocked down and seriously injured. Evidence was 
given that the car was at the time travelling at the rate of 
six miles an hour only, that the Marquis sounded the horn 
several times in warning, and that everything was don: 
to prevent the accident. The case was, however, adjourned 
for a week pending reports from the hospital to which the 
injured woman wus conveyed in the car which knocked 
her down. 


Bruin in the Dock. —At Bow Street police-court 
some sensation was oecasioned by the appearance in the 
dock of a performing bear, whose master was charged with 
causing an obstruction. — Before the case was called upon, 
the assistant-jailer informed the magistrate that the animal 
obstinately refused to leave its master,and made attacks on 
everyone who endeavoured to effect a separation. Mr. 
Fenwick, who was highly amused, thereupon ordered that

One day he found a 
letter in his wife's purse begiuning "My own sweet 
darling," and signed “From your lover, Tom." When
